The Communist-led government 
demanded Feb. 23 that both the 
United States and Britain reduce 
their staffs here. The demand was 
a result of the trial of American 
business man Robert A. Vogeler, 


sentenced to 15 years on spy 
charges. His British assistant, Ed- 
gar Sanders, was sentenced to 13 


ears. 
Both the United States and Brit- 
ain rejected Hungary’s complaint 
that the legation staffs here were 
too large.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The proposal of the St. Louis Board 
of Public Service to place an outdoor 
swimming — upon either the Vashon 


or Tandy playground site should receive . 


the spontaneous opposition of all Negro 
citizens, as well as those who are plan- 
“ning for the future growth of St. Louis. 


to ease the 

building a so-called non-segregated pool 

in the heart of a densely populated 
Negro neighborhood, which would, be- 

cause of the location, be self-segregating, 

there are many cogent facts why 

neither site is acceptable. 

First, the Vashon location should be 
opposed because of the mity of the 
Vashon School, which is now over- 
crowded and needs all of the available 
space for recreation of its pupils. An 
open-air pool operating afternoons and 
evenings during part of the school year 
and drawing swimmers from all parts 
of the city would greatly interfere with 
the conduct’ of classes at the school. 

The sites are not suited for the loca- 
tion of outdoor paols. An attractive 
setting in a park area that could attract 
not only swimmers, but also serve as a 
retreat for those who wish to spend a 
few hours in a park close to their neigh- 
borhood is desirable. Neither Vashon 
nor Tandy offer any such surroundings. 


If the city is anxious to answer the 
question, “Progress or Decay,” in terms 
of progress, then a comprehensive 
plan for the cultural and recreational 
advancement of the city should be made. 
No slip-shod plan designed to meet a 
temporary expedient, shifting from 
Tandy Center one week to Vashon the 
next, according to the winds of opposi- 
tion, should be adopted. The plans 
should be such that, being mutually 
- beneficial to all citizens, opposition 
would be negligible. 

The proposal to expand the low-cost 
housing projects in the proximity of 
Carr Square Village should direct the 


city’s thinking to the needs of that area. 


A swimming pool there would serve 
many more people than in the proposed 
area and would be on the boundary that 
‘could really be called a non-segregated 
pool. The city should come of age and 
‘avoid hasty action dictated by political 
or racial expediency.

Mayor Darst suggests that money raised by 
the sale of the authorized bonds might be used 
for other purposes than those stated on the 1944 


ballots. Powell B. McHaney, chairman of the 


committee which must watch over the expendi- 
ture of this money, believes there might be 
some such shift, provided there is no breach of 
faith. Some serious legal difficulties may lie in 
this direction. And, of course, there must be no 
ignoring of the broad intention of the voters. It 
would be difficult indeed to have future bond 
issues approved if the ‘impression. got abroad 
that the money, might be used for other than 
the stated purposes. 

For example, the Mayor. mentioned the $5,- 
250,000 worth of riverfront bonds which have 
not yet been issued. That money will be needed 
when the Federal Government makes its appro- 
priation for the completion of the Jefferson Na- 
tional Expansion Memorial. St. Louis has an ob- 
ligation, accepted by the voters, to pay its share 
of the cost of this impressive improvement. It 
would be less than honest to sell these bonds 
for a different purpose. 

But quite aside from this item, a number of 


the 1944 projects fit into any plan for the city’s 


improvement. Work could be started on them 
in fairly short order. The voters gave the go- 
ahead long ago. What needs to be done now is 
to establish an order of priority for all the parts 
which will make up a sound program of work. 
Housing and traffic arteries probably should 
come first. We do not here presume to set,p 
an exact list. The availability of labor and other 
factors must be considered. 

A good beginning can be made with the low- 
cost housing project which already is in the 
planning stage, and with some of the more 
urgent projects in the 1944 list. But their avail- 
ability must not become an excuse for not think- 
ing out a broader program. Here is a chance 
for some really energetic work by the City Ad- 
ministration, the City Plan Commission and all 
others interested in a more efficient and more 
liveable St. Louis. Here, after years and years 
of talk, is a chance for intelligent action to avert 
decay, to achieve progress.

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Dr. Sander's Acquittal 


In view of the testimony presented to the 
jurors, it is not in the least surprising that the 
jury in Manchester should have acquitted Dr. 
Hermann N. Sander. What started out to be a 
murder case, based on the controversial issue of 
“mercy killing,” became a trial to determine 
whether Dr. Sander's injection of air into the 
veins of Mrs. Abbie Borroto, far advanced cancer 
patient, had anything to do with her death. 

Notwithstanding Dr. Sander’s early statement 
that he had injected the air to release Mrs. Bor- 
roto from her pain, a great deal of testimony in 
effect cancelled this out. Expert medical testi- 
mony said that the air injected by Dr. Sander 
could not have caused her death. Other wit- 
nesses said that she was already dead when the 
injection took place. 

In such a situation the jurors would have had 
to draw conclusions of their own, outside the 
testimony in the courtroom, to hold Dr. Sander 
guilty of murder. This does.not mean that mur- 
der is not still murder or that euthanasia is still 
not outside the law. All it does mean is that 
induced death was not proved beyond reason- 
able doubt in the New Hampshire trial.

Hard on the heels of announcement that 
unemployment in this country has reached its 
highest point in nine years came a report which 
translated the figures into their real meaning in 
flesh and blood, 

One hundred starving children were found in 
a migratory farm workers’ camp near Phoenix. 
Many families there were subsisting on flour and 
water biscuits and lard gravy. This is no isolated 
case. Conditions not much better have existed 
this winter in other parts of the United States, 
including the cotton country of Missouri's hoot-

~The promptness with which the Circuit Court 
judges approved Bar Association recommenda- 
tions for the improvement of administration of 
criminal justice here is gratifying. Assignment 
of another judge to criminal cases and creation 
of an assignment division should go far toward 
speeding criminal justice by relieving crowded 
dockets. 

The recommendations should be of some help 
in eliminating the bargains in justice prosecutors 
have been making to relieve the pressure. But 
they may prove to be insuffident. Certainly 
something additional must be done if they do 
not end such shocking exhibitions as that of a 
defendant in a recent murder trial who bar- 
gained with the prosecutor several times while 
the trial was in progress. 

It is good to know, consequently, that the Bar 
Association’s committee is continuing its investi- 
gations. Its work is far from done.

Will Russia Build Atomic Industries? 


The Mirror 


of 
Public Opinion 


United States cannot afford to think of nuclear energy for military 
use alone, writer says; Russians insist their interest in atom is for 
industrial purposes; suppose this is true? We might win arms race 
yet lose our position as strongest economic power in world. 


Joseph C. Harsch, Chief Washington Correspondent, in 
The Christian Science Monitor of : 


Did you ever stop to think of what it 
might mean if it should turn out that the 
Russians really are developing atomic en- 
ergy not primarily for weapons, but pri- 
marily for industrial power? 


Obviously, no one over here really thinks 
he knows what is in the official Russian 
It can be only a 
matter of guesswork. But the Russians 
keep talking as though they wanted atomic 
development primarily for industrial pur- 
poses, 


That may well be just a cover for their 
military development program. The in- 
itial tendency here was to laugh when Mr. 
Vishinsky talked about using it to move 
mountains and open new water courses. 
But is it quite safe to laugh? 


At the present time the power of the 
United States is based primarily on its 
leadership in industrial development. So- 
viet Russia cannot produce anything like 
the volume of consumer goods that exists 
today in the United States, nor can Soviet 
Russia provide its people with anything 
like the American standard of living, 

But suppose the Russians could develop 
atomic energy into a cheap source of in- 
dustrial power. And suppose the Russians 
dispersed their atomic energy power plants 
all through the industrialized areas of Rus- 
sia. 


And suppose that as the end result of 
doing this a Russian industrial machine 
powered by atomic energy became more 
productive than the American industrial 
machine powered by coal, oil, gas and 
hydroelectric power. 


If that happened, then the Russian in- 
Austrial machine could build for the Rus- 


trial application of atomic energy. 

-Here is a possibility to think about seri- 
ously. An America which thinks of atomic 
energy primarily in military terms might 
o on building atomic weapons for a rival- 


ry with Russia, only to wake up some day 
and discover that it had béen outdistanced 
in an entirely different field of rivalry. 


To neglect the industrial uses of atomic 
energy is to lay America open to a defeat 
from a tofally unexpected quarter. It is 
even possible to think that the Russians 
maintain a war-scare atmosphere because it 
suits their purposes to have the United 
States invest vast amounts of its treasure 
and energy in a military effort which in 
the end will prove to be a waste of time. 


The United States cannot possibly af- 
ford ta think of atomic. energy exclusively 
in terms of weapons. Yet it must not over- 
look the weapons race. Which is the real 
direction of Russian interest—the Beria 
bomb or Mr. Vishinsky’s movable moun- 
tain? ‘ 

We do not know, and we have no way 
of knowing. We can only guess. But since 


we can only guess, we must attempt to 
meet the Russians in both fields of com- . 


petition. 

It’s easy enough to meet them in the 
military field. But to match what they 
might be doing in the field of industrial 
nuclear power could be extremely diffi- 
cult. If we find a way to apply atomic 
energy to industrial purposes, we might 
find ourselves wasting our vast invest- 
ment in coal, oil, gas and hydroelectric 
power. 

We have a stake, and a big one, in not 
putting atomic energy to industrial uses. 
Here is an obstacle of enormous propor- 
tions. There is no such obstacle facing 
the Russians. They could move directly 
into the atomic power age without worry- 
ing about lost investments. : 

We could easily win the arms race and 
discover that we had ceased to be the 


first industrial nation of the world, and 


were as far behind the Russians in the 
atomic stage of industry as we are ahead 
of them now in the coal and oil age. 

No one here in Washington knows the 
answer. But there is some serious think- 
ing going on about it.

Such schools used to depend on private philanthropy, but what 
with high taxes and the breakup of many large fortunes, this source 
is becoming drier every year.- Therefore, appropriations from the 
Federal Government seem the only answer. There is a fear that 
Federal money would mean Federal control or interference; but as a 
matter of fact, medical schools already accept Federal money through 
the United States Public Health Service for research under arrange- 
ments entirely satisfactory to the schools. Experience of land-grant 
colleges likewise has worked out without criticism of domination 
from Washington. '

IN ANY CASE, something has to be done to break the log jam 
by which, on the one hand, the country needs more doctors and, on 
the other, young men are vainly seeking places in the schools. The 
number of the latter has increased since the war due to the G.I. Bill 
of Rights and to the veterans’ desire to find a secure place in society. 

The practice of medicine offers just about the closest approach 
to such security. In addition, doctors have high incomes, they have 
prestige, they have entree into social and other circles and they 
engage in one of the most spiritually satisfying of occupations—the 
prevention and cure of disease. 5 

* * * 

AFTER PLAYING RIP VAN WINKLE for many years, medicine 
is now coming to the realization that, unless something is done about 
the whole problem of national medical care, the profession will have 
legislative remedies thrust upon it. So there are a few signs of 
activity. One of them is a survey of medical schools now being con- 
ducted by the Association of American Medical Colleges and by the 
Council on Medical Education and Hospitals of the A.M.A. 

This is a fact-finding investigation to discover the extent of the 
present educational plant, the possibilities for expansion, the financial 
structure and the status of educational methods.. In the last-named 
field, some doctors feel that medical students are crammed with too 
much instruction; that the ramifications of medicine have gone so 
far that no student can hope to encompass them all; that, therefore, 
medical education should be simplified in certain ways without sacri- 
ficing necessary * +

WHILE IT DOES NOT APPLY to medical schools themselves, 
criticism is heard of the rigid rules set up by specialty boards. After 
four years of college, four years of medical school, at least one year 
of internship, is it necessary for a man to serve five more years 
before being certified as an obstetrician? The suspicion arises here 
that doctors are interested in forming small elite groups to practice 


the specialties.

The whole Soviet system was a 
tyranny, but President Roosevelt 
fondly hoped that good will might 
help induce reform. Even if 
there had been no hope of this, 
it would have been folly to attack 
the domestic institutions of a 
partner who was “holding down 
and chewing up” at least two- 


In China, Chiang Kai-shek 
seemed to be the sole alternative 
to both Communism and Japan, 
and in this case, too, the United 
States felt that it must build up, 
and not tear down, its ally. 

America never ceased during 
the war to proclaim its determi- 
nation to 2 the lame, the halt, 
the blind, the downtrodden, the 
hungry and the fearful of the 
world. 

The United States ind Britain 

“respect the right of all peoples 
to choose the form of government 
under which they will live,” the 
Atlantic Charter pledged; and 
President Roosevelt promised that 
the Four Freedoms must prevail 
“everywhere in the world.” ‘The 
whole war against the Axis was, 
in a sense, a war for national and 
individual freedom and decency.

Hunters, Anglers

WE RECALLED THE VIEW expressed not 
long ago by a Southern Senator who had stocked 
3000 quail on his plantation without result and 
then concluded that “the Lord had decreed some 
places were suited to quail and others weren't, 
so there was no use in man trying to do any- 
thing about.” How different is the approach of 
the Quail Hunters can be readily seen from 
their Bulletin No. 1, titled “Habitat Restoration.” 
This group recognizes that the wildlife crop can- 
not Be a primary interest with the average land- 
owner, but also believes that if from 2 to 5 
per cent can be managed to provide real food 
and cover, the wildlife carrying capacity of agri- 
cultural land particularly can be greatly in- 
creased. Since few farms in Missouri contain 
less than 5 per cent of “wild land,” this program 
is shooting at a practical goal. 

„ * 

THE PROJECT WORKED OUT by the Quail 
Hunters is comparatively simple. Each group 
through the state has a Habitat Project Leader, 
a man with some basic knowledge of farming 
as well as gunning, and a good speaker. In 
each area a demonstration plot is set up on 
the land of some progressive farmer. This plot 
is fenced out of pasture with multiflora rose 
and in it are planted the still experimental 
bi-color lespedeza and a cane and sorghum 
patch consisting of a half-dozen good quail 
foods. Serecia lespedeza, a perennial variety 
which stands up well during winter and pro- 
vides good escape cover, is another of the plants 
used. Once the demonstration area has been 
set up, each member of the local group is re- 
sponsible for interesting additional farmers in 
the project and getting habitat restoration areas 
established on their farms. Food plot bundles 
are furnished by the Quail Hunters, while the 
Missouri Conservation Commission co-operates 
by furnishing multiflora rose and other food 
and cover plants. 


* * * 

THE SECOND LETTER came from G. W. 
Havens of the Anglers of Missouri, another 
active sportsmen’s grouy. The Anglers have 
recently acquired a farm of about 500 acres 
near Union, which is traversed by the Bour- 
beuse river. This they expect to develop not 
only for the recreational use of their members 
but as a soil conservation demonstration area. 
Some may say, “Haven't we plenty of organiza- 
tions already working on soil conservation?” 
or Isn't that a job for the farmers?” The 
answer is that there can never be enough soil 
conservation. The more interest which is shown 
in this vital subject by plain citizens, and espe- 
cially by folks who are primarily dependent on 
town or city for their livelihood, the faster we'll 
push ahead in our nation-wide program of good 
land use. 

* * 


* 

THE ANGLERS WILL, as their resources per- 
mit, carry out water management program on 
their farm. Such timber as is on the area will 
be protected from fire and grazing. The fields 
will be terraced, waterways built and waste 
land developed through planting of wildlife 
cover. Finally, a number of sites have been 
surveyed with the help of the State Geologist 
.and the engineers of the Conservation Commis- 
sion for the construction of lakes and ponds. 
Some of these will be used as rearing ponds, 
others will be stocked with fish for the enjoy- 
ment of the members. The job won't be done 
all at one time; bu: if it were, half the fun 
would be gone. 

* 

THE THING WHICH I FIND interesting about 
such efforts is this: The farm pond program of 
the Conservation Commission has already paid 
off in a dozen ways besides good fishing on 
thousands of Missouri farms. The commission 
has worked steadily on problems of habitat im- 
provement for fully a dozen years, developing 
the use of the rose hedge to the point where 
five or six million a year are being planted. 
They have experimented with bi-color lespedeza 
as a quail food. They’ve worked through 
schools, farm organizations and sportsmen's 
groups to spread the gospel that “wildlife is a 
produet of the land” and that “good land use 
practically always results in a larger and more 
stable wildlife population.” But we Americans 
have a tendency to leave tasks like this entirely 
up to our agencies of government, shrugging off 
any responsibility 14 private citizens.

player. recently, “and the 
principal trouble is this: The be- 
ginner melds too much. The ex- 
pert melds too little. Eventually 
we'll reach a happy medium.” 


. It is true that when people be- 
gin to play Canasta they tend to 
meld every combination in sight; 
later they learn that unless they 
keep a reasonable number of 
cards in their hands, they are al- 
most sure to lose. There is one 
type of meld on which everyone 
agrees. When your side has three 
of a kind on the table, you add 
the fourth card if you have it, 
making a base“ —the four nat- 
ural cards without which you 
can’t make a canasta. But where 
do you go from there? Should you 
add one or more wild cards, and 
get that much closer to a canasta? 
Or should you wait to see what 
partner can do? 
Suppose you hold: 


On his last turn, your partner 
melded three aces. You have just 
drawn. Of course you should add 


‘your ace to this three, making the 


base. Should you also add one of 
your deuces? 

Yes, because you have two 
deuces and can spare one of them 
without its affecting your chance 
of taking the pack. You should 


not add both your deuces, because 
Permanently 
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. 
then you could not take the pack 
if a ten, seven, five, or four were 
thrown to you. 
But to wait to add your deuce, 
when you can spare it so readily, 
might lead to one of those im- 


passes: Your partner might be 


waiting for you to add a deuce, 
and you might be waiting for him, 
and the canasta would never ma- 
terialize. This way, if your part- 
ner can spare a wild card he may 
add it too, and the first time 
either of you draws another ace, 
or another dispensable wild card, 
you have a canasta. 

Question: Can you take the top 
card to make the initial meld if 
the meld comes to more than the 
required minimum? For example, 
needing 90. with upcard a king, 
player melds Joker-10-10, puts 
down pair of kings to match up- 
card, total meld would be 100 

Answer: There is no need to 
meet the minimum meld exactly; 
a legal meld may be as much or 
more than the required minimum. 


Sauteed Beef Liver 


Three tablespoons butter or 
margarine, one clove garlic, four 
thin slices beef liver, two table- 
spoons. flour, one teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth teaspoon pepper, two 
tablespoons wine vinegar. 

Melt butter or margarine in a 
heavy skillet, add a clove of gar- 
lic split in half. 

Dust liver slices in mixture of 
flour, salt and pepper. Turn. 
down heat under skillet very low 
and cook liver about two min- 
utes on each side. Now add the 
vinegar carefully (otherwise it’s 
likely to spatter). Serve imme- 
diately to four.

Actually, declarer’s play is 
pretty well marked, in view of 
West’s double of very strong, 
slam-approaching North-South 
bidding. It is quite normal for 
South to play his left-hand op- 
ponent for not only the ace and 
king, but the 10 of trumps. It 
is West who must be alert! 

Declarer wins the first trick 
with the blank heart ace and slyly 
leads the six of trumps. There’s 
the trap that would catch plenty 
of Wests, experts included! Con- 
fident that the situation was well 
in hand, most players in their 
position would quickly duck, 
greedily hoping that an extra 
trick would develop for their side. 

But after this duck, declarer 
would be master of his own fate! 
He should of course let the six 
ride. Now he could lead a dia- 
mond to the king, discard the 
club nine on a high heart, and 
ruff a heart. 

It would be this heart ruff, 
shortening South’s trumps, which 
would be the key play. Now 
South’ would simply have to run 
diamonds—and West would be ut- 
terly helpless to win more than 
two tricks. : | 

All of which leads to the de- 
fensive point.
